The Chief Justice of the Terri- 
tory Interviewed oe» Ilis 
Way to Court. 

Tho Cleveland Leader of N'ovombor 
f> t h publishes the following letter from 
Chief Justice D. S. Wmie of Montana 
to .Judge McKinney of that city. 
Boulder City, M. T., Oct. 21th. 

My Dear MoKiknot: L have an ad- 
venture to relate to you, and I know 
vou will he interested to Iwtvn how tho 
Chief Justice of Montana sometimes 
goes to court. Last Monday was the 
clnv appointed for tho October term at 
this place, the county seat of Jefferson 
comity, forty. live miles from Helena. 
I went to the town of Jefferson by rail, 
and thence to Boulder City by stage 
coach twelve miles, over the Prickly 
Pear range of mountains. Six members 
of the Helena "bar were with me, ill 
eluding the Prosecuting Attorney for 
thi.s district, whom I will call the Col- 
onel, as this is the name ho goes by here. 
Othei passenger.-, i i • down Lo Jeffer- 
son on tie' train, and lifle n of us got 
on to tho stajio-coach, mire on the in- 
side and six on top. The Colonel rode 
with tho driver oil lho outside, lie is 
a large man and always rides with Lho 
driver on our stage tips lo court. Wo 
had Lo climb our slow way nearly to the 
summit of the mountain whon sudden- 
ly the coach stopped. The curtains 
were up, ami I put lev head out to in 
quire as to the cause of the halt, and 
saw the Colonel lying flat on the ground 
with his hands in the air, ami close to 
tho forward wheel of the conch. I sup 
puses! he had fainted and fallen, or had 
been throw n from his si at. I asked, 
with some alarm, what was the matter. 

one seemed inclined Lo talk, and that 
surprised me more and more, finally the 
Colonel saiii in a voice that convinced 
me that he hail not fainted: 
sake get of! the each quic 
up your hands!" 1 1 then !» : 
upon us, w hy the Colonel 1 
so suddenly from the coacl 
once took in the situation. Thereupon 
we all sprang from the couch, and were 
confronted with the muzzles of six 
Winchester rilles cocked, in Lhc hands 
of six masked men, and their fingers on 
the triggers, and we were not slow in 
holding up our hands. Tho Colonel, as 
he lay on the ground, not only held up 
both hands but one font. These mask 
ed ruffians were but a few wepsfrom 
us, and they looked giants, and the 
muzzles of their guns, w hich we could 
look into, seemed large enough for can- 
non balls. If we stepped about, tho 
guns moved to cover us. It was a very 
silent, entertainment. It was not, socia- 
ble. Not a word was spoken, but it 
is wonderful what, an amount of think- 
ing a person will do even under such 
unfavorable circumstances. 1 did not 
know exactly what was coming. I 
knew that in my fourteen years' ser- 
vice on the bench here I bad sentenced 
several hundred fellows to Lhc peni 
tontiary, and as I steosl there looking 
into the muzzles of these L'uns I realiz 
ed that tho Hentences had use been half 
lontr enough, hut I knew lhat any 
number of them had served out their 
time. 1 knew that my reputation 
among these fellows was not good, am! j 
there had been some threats. ! thought 
perhaps a tribunal had been organized 
upon this lonely mountain summit to j 
try ihe Court,. And then there were 
wifouind child, and father and sister, 
and friends. I thought of them all, but 
what could he done, but stand and face 
the music. 1 realized whal it meant to 
have, the "drop'' on a Fellow, but I was 
the wrong fellow. And then how mad 
I became. The idea of standing there 
with my hands high in the air at the 
command of thciving cowards or mur- 
dering desporadoos w ho, held their 
rifles in my face, if I had had u gun it- 
seems to me, I 'should haveshol wbclh 
er or no, but 1 suppose the least motion 
looking in that direction would havo 
causeil the death of us, but we poor 
innocents had no weapons with us but 
law bcoks, and these will not kill even 
at short range, for they have been hurl 
ed at my head for years, by word of- 
tnoulh, without much effect, save that 
of making the hair thin and it little 
gray. 

How anxious we were to give up 
our money anil watches and have the 
entertainment over, it was amazing 
how very liberal wc all became. We 
were just aching to give up our valua- 
bles. We waited patiently to be killed, 
if lhat was in the programme (wo had 
no bills showing the nets and .scenes), 
and after waiting for what seemed 
about nine years, but in fact perhaps 
ten minutes, one of the masked fellows, 
who seemed to be in command, and 
who stood like a statue, said: "Get into 
tho coach. Bo quick .about, it. Don't 
look back, and drive like hell." Some of 
us hesitated about getting into the 
coach before we had been robbed, We 
thought, we were entitled to have the re- 
gulation programme carried oul in full. 
But a motion from one of the maskers 
with his gun persuaded us to obey the 
orders, and we got on board, and tho 
driver put the horses to such speed that 
I began to think the terrors of road- 
agents were, more endurable than those 
of a driver attempting to obey such an 
order. A moment after we started we. 
heard the report of eight, or ten guns, 
crack ! crack I and we .supposes! a load 
of passengers by another conveyance 



had been fired into. The firing came 
about in this way: The Sheriff of an ad- 
joining county and another man in a 
buggy were coining to court, and the 
sheriff, who had a Winchester with 
him, discovered one of our masked men 
behind a rock, and sprang from his 
buggy and demanded of him what ho 
was doing there, whereupon a bullet 
went tearing through tlie sheriffs coat 
from another direction, but ho stood 
bis ground like a rock and returned tho 
fire, and thinks lie killed or wounded 
one or more of his assailants. 

We came on to town not morn than 
six mih's away, ami the sheriff of this 
counut) and the other sheriff, with a 
company of armed men, immediately 
sta rted in pursuit of tho ruffians, but 
Have not yet captured thorn. If they 
succeed, I shall have the plepsuro of 
sending them to the penitentiary. 
The people are up in arms over this 
outrage right in tho heart of the oldest 
settled portion of the territory. It 
seems that robbery was not the 
purpose of the gang. They expected tc 
resi ns! three notorious criminals who 
had been confined in the Helena jail 
for sale keeping, and who were to bo 
tried at this term of the court here. It 
is now known pretty well who the 
masked gang are, and if they are 
captured there will be short work with 
i hein,

TJETfi ENGLISH DEl'MEHSWIf. 

In a recent article Professor J. E. T. 
Rogers discusses through jirailstreel's tha 
causes of the existing depression iu Kng- 
lnnd. While uqIP entering into a discus- 
sion of the fibstr.aut question ua to 
whether a gonoral overproduction is or is 
not a possibility, Professor Rogers states 
and examines some of the moro noticeable 
phenomena which arc characterizing Euro- 
pean and especially English trade — phe- 
nomena which lie says more nciariy resemble 
those of overproduction than any which 
have been witnessed at any previous time. 
The facts of tin; existing situation in Eng- 
land are noticed in detail by Professor 
Rogers, who suggests some explanations of 
them which -\iill be found of interest. He 
points out, for example, that since 18-lti the 
productive energies of Great Britain have 
been stimulated from lime to time by a pro- 
digious waste of wealth by war in other 
countries — a waste which has on' led into ex- 
istence a machinery of supply which he 
believes is found to be iu excess of the de- 
mand in trampiil times. lie remarks also 
that the quantity of manufactures produced 
has not materially lessened, ijnd that the 
competition for profits has been shared in 
by an increasing number of capitalists. 
Tho depression in the shipping industry he 
attributes in some degree to the opposition 
nf the representatives of that industry to 
tho legislation by which the government 
aimed to weed out unsoaworthy vessels, 
lie further declares that the Bankruptcy Act 
of 1883, while tending to reduce tho num- 
ber of failures and to make fraudulent 
failures more difficult, acted as a check 
upon even legitimate commercial enterprise. 
These are considerations, says Professor 
Rogers, which may be alleged by the ana- 
lyst in explanation of the existing depres- 
sion in English manufacture and trade 
without exposing him to tin- risk of being 
considered as indorsing the theory of a 
general overproduction. Uf the shipping 
interest the professor remarks : ' The magni- 
tude of the English shipping interest is 
well known. Dut we hear from all quarters 
that this interest is straitened. It seems 
singular that the representatives of this in- 
dustry were so indignant at tho proposals 
made by the government in the last session 
ot parliament. It would appear that if 
legislation weeded out unseaworthy ships, 
chocked over-insurance, and prevented 
overloading, the survival of the fittest 
would result in the revival of the interest. 
But the ship-owners met Mr. Chamberlain's 
proposal, even the very best and most 
scrupulous among them, with a concentrat- 
ed and collective ferocity, which reminds 
one of a French journalist who, when his 
probity, patriotism or honor are impuuged, 
challenges tho critic Lo mortal combat. 
Theie are, I am convinced, no men of 
higher character for integrity than the gen-' 
tlonieu who, being connected with the ship- 
ping interest, sit in the British house of 
commons. But when the proposal of tho 
government was brought forward they were 
indignant and implacable, and one may 
conclude that they would have, oven had 
no other obstacle intervened, made it ex- 
ceedingly difficult, if not impossible, for 
Air. Chamberlain to curry his measure.. 
And yet it is equally probable, if that measure 
had passed into law, that it would have 
been 110 common boon to the honest aud 
conscientious ship-owner." 

CHOLERA. 

X remarkable article on "the non-con- 
tagiousness, causation and scientific treat - 
niont of cholera,' by Dr. John Chapman, 
appeared in the October number of the 
Westminster iievicw. The most that a 
layman dare say of the theories, laid down 
in this article is that they are plausible; 
only a physician can say whether they are 
^or are not consistent with medical science 
and supported by facts as observed by 
medical men. Dr. Chapman thinks that 
cholera is not contagious, and that it is 
not caused by any so-called "cholera 
germ." He thinks the disease is purely 
nervous in its origin. "All the symp- 
toms of cholera are due to simultaneous 
and txbuonnal superabundance of blood 
in, and excessive preternatural activity 
of both the spinal cord and the sympa 
tliotic nervous centres." It is impossible 
hero to follow his argument, and probably 
little or no good would be done if it were 
either summarized or copied entire, since 
the remedy proposed must bo applied 
under tho superintendence of skilled phy- 
sicians, who will no doubt bo familiar 
with all the medical works on the sub- 
ject. It is sufficient to say that the doctor 
thinks the disease can bo successfully 
treated by the application of ice along 
the patient's spine. This reduces the ox- 
cessivo activity of the nervous centres and 
drives tho superfluous blood from the 
sympathetic ganglia into the circulation. 
Vomiting and purging soon cease, and 
vital warmth is restored to the surface of 
the body. Not only is it claimed for this 
treatment that it will cure cholera, but 
that it will cure sea-sickness, diarrhoea 
and other ailments arising from influ- 
ences bearing first upon the nerve centres, 
It must not be assumed that anybody can 
apply the treatment. "Tho roinedial 
power of the spinal ice-bag," says the 
doctor, "can only bo exerted while it is 
rightly applied. It must be kept oxactly 
along the centre of tho spine.. If it is not 
it will do harm, and had better not be 
used at all." And its use must not be too 
long continued. Its effect is to correct a 
surcharged or hypcommic condition of the 
nervo centres. If continued too long it 
will produce an antemiu condition, which, 
in the presumably feeble condition of the 
patient, will ho as dangerous as the other.

A writer in our evening contemporary, 
the Times, quotes from the premier's 
speech at the St. Andrew's dinner to show 
how wicked it is in The Colonist to decry 
tho importance of tho eastern trade. We 
have tho highest respect for tho premier 
and his views on any and every subject; 
but tho arguments advanced in this paper 
some time ago were based on facts and 
figures taken from the London Times and 
the San Francisco Bulletin, both of which 
authorities showed clearly that the China 
trade wa3 greatly magnified, and that so 
far as it entered as a factor in the over- 
land railway carrying trade, it was 
almost a myth, That an important town 
— second only to Victoria — will spring up 
on tho shores of Burrard Inlot, wo be- 
lievo; but wo disputo tho proposition 
that it will overshadow every other town 
on tho coast or that it will ever grow 
groat on tho trade of tho Orient.

Bismarck mad ilio Crown Prin- 
cess at Peace. 

New York, Nov. 28.— A. 

London cablegram to tte Sun says 
Court circles in Borlin are discussing 
the reconciliation which hits just been 
effected between Crown Princess Vic- 
toria and Prince Bismarck. Their hos 
tility has boun for many yours dura- 
tion, and was known to hi the world, 
although it wan thinly veiled by court 
ceremony. Many reasons have been as- 
signed for it, but its real origin was 
the utter incompatibility nf tho chan 
collor and the princess. Prince Bismarck 
scorns and condemns the little nieetioti 
of the polite .society, and estimates 
women only as it factor in the problem 
of continuance of the German nation. 
The crown princess had her education 
in a court and country where womon 
are treated with much difforence, and 
where the canons of etiquette cannot 
be violated without serious consequen- 
ces. The princess has been, next to the 
aged empress, the lirst lady in Ger- 
many, and she refuSRfl to submit to 
what she termed Bismark's boorish ness. 
The result was warfare — sometimes 
open, sometimes covert — as the necess- 
ities of court life required. Now there 
has been a reconciliation, ami the ques- 
tion is which conquered. The story 
most current in Berlin is as follows:

A Btuitliii Action for I.iliel. 

Dublin, Nov, 24.— A newspaper libel 
suit, which has attracted considerable at- 
tention, has just boon concluded. The 
plaintiff was an ex warder of Mount-joy 
prison, named Shoerin, and tho defendant 
was Mr. J. Robinson, proprietor of the 
Daily Express, which has a largo circula- 
tion among the conservatives in Dublin 
and throughout tho north of Ireland. Tho 
Express recently contained an article 
charging Sheorin with complicity in a 
plot for the roscuo of certain invincibles 
confined in Mountjoy prison. It stated 
that Shoerin had been seen at meetings 
held by the invincibles at a secluded place 
in tho city where they arranged plans for 
the release of their imprisoned comrades, 
and thai, Shoerin had agreed to surrender 
tho hoys, but was to receive some small 
cuts and bruises that would tend to show 
that ho had resisted to tho host of his 
ability. The article was followed by an 
investigation by the castle officials, which 
resulted in Shuorin'a dismissal from hia 
post as warder. Shoerin immediately 
brought a suit against tho proprietor of 
tho Express, claiming £1,000 damages for 
libel. Mr. Robinson's defence was that 
tho chargos against Sheorin were true, 
and that as Shoerin occupied a position of 
public trust, Lhu Express, as a public 
newspaper, was justified in exposing his 
wrong-doing, Tho jurors soomod con- 
vinced of the truth of tho charges ugaiiiBt 
Shourin, but l.hoy woro instructed by tho 
judgo that an article might bo strictly 
true, and might still bo libelous.

Erie, Pa., Nov. 13.— Tho arrest of 
Henry M.irt.in. a young Indian of the 
Mohawk tribe, has revealed another sen- 
sational chapter in tiie rsmarkablo career 
of an adventuress who disappeared from 
bore under highly romantic circumstances 
two years ago. The Indian has been 
arrested in California for an attempt to 
blackmail ono Sayonna, an alleged Indian 
princess and tho veritable wifo Juanita, a 
Canadian chief of considerable renown. 
The trial of the blackmailer has developed 
tho fact that this Indian princess, Sayonna, 
is nono other than Madame Barabo of 
this city, and that the threat to exposo 
hor true name and character unless she 
paid the Indian S5,000 was his offence. 
Under cross-examination tho Princess 
Sayonna admitted thai, she was from Brio 
and that she had been the wifo of a 
blacksmith here; also that she had sub- 
sequently married Andrew Johnson, a full 
cousin of President Johnson, while living 
in Erie. 

Madame Barabo, claiming to he a 
countuss in her own right, came to this 
city from France twenty years ago as 
the wife of a humble blacksmith, who 
led a miserable life with his alleged 
blue blooded wife. Hor claims to nobil- 
ity soon made her a conspicuous per- 
sonage and she succeeded in obtaining a 
position as teacher of French at the Erie 
academy, -die principal of which at that 
time was a young man who has since be- 
come, well known, .lodge Albion Tourgoo. 
Under Mr. Tourgoo, Madame Baraha, or 
the countess, she has insisted that the 
faculty should call her, taught for some 
time and was finally dismissed, because of 
her arrogance m requiring an autocratic 
obeisauco upon entering or quitting hor 
presence. 

After the death of Barabo tho countess 
succeeded in winning the heart of Andrew 
Johnston of this city, a cousin of the 
president and a very wealthy man, aged 
eighty-two. The old gentleman was pas- 
sionately devoted to hor, and fully be- 
lieved in hor nobility, not only defer- 
entially according her the title of countess 
himself, but, making all his servants ad- 
dress her as such. With wealth at her 
command the countess held quite a little 
regal court, her receptions beir'g attended 
by the best society. But ir. a fow years 
this magnificence came to an end rather 
abruptly. A son of her aged husband, 
getting possession of some of her secrets, 
followed them up until he laid the whole 
Blory of her life, with all its deceptions, 
beforo his father. Shocked at the du- 
plicity of his dashing bride, Mr. John- 
ston left her ami never returned. His 
tine residence, in Walnut street, was 
made oi>er to her. and for some timo she 
existed solely ou her former grandeur. 

In the spring of 1882 a party of Indians 
came to Erio from Canada to piny lacrosse 
on Wm. L. Scott's property. Among them 
wns Chief .Juanita. The countess was pre- 
sent at the exhibition and sought an intro- 
duction to the chief. Shu dazzled him with 
hor bold and brazen beauty, and, although 
ho was old enough to be her father, she ac- 
cepted his attentions and consented to^bo- 
come an Indian bride. She disappeared at 
at the time tho Indians left, raid, as it now 
appears, she was wedded by Indian rites 
when the parly returned to Canada, she bo- 
ing gaily attired as an Indian princess. 
Having succeeded in getting the chief to 
convert his properly into cash, bIio loft him 
a much poorer man than she found him. 
The young Indian arrested is tho son of 
that chief, who dogged her from Canada 
across the continent to Sacramento, in thu 
hope of making her disgorge some of his 
father's money.

MAIVYTOIVS OF BALLOTS. 



A Fanciful Study in Statistics 
to ihc Presidential Clcciidii. 

St. Louis Post-Despatch! 

ITero aro facts and ligttres not usu- 
ally appended to election returns. The 
history of past elections teaches that 
this vote of the nation advances from 
president to president by steps measur- 
ed numbers by ten per ennt. The total 
vote of 1868 was 5,721,054; of 1872, 
was 6,465,805; of 187G, was 8, 412,- 
73.'1; of 1880, was 9,210,970. Add tea 
per cent- to this Jasb total arid the os- 
timnte for tho vote going into the bal- 
lot boxes today will bo 10,012,01)7, an 
approximation borne out by other cal- 
culations, and which will bo found not 
far out of tho result. A ballot is a 
piece of paper averaging four inches 
wide and ten and a half long. One hun- 
dred and fifty ballots will weigh about 
a pound. Two hundred and fifty ballots 
laid on each will measure, about an 
inch. Topreparethesebitsofpaper at area 
suitable profit costs 90 cents a thou- 
sand. If the ballots cast to-day wero 
placed end to end they would reach 
in a continuous lino from Washington, 
H. C, to El Paso, in Texas, or 
they would stretch from Eastport, 
Me., to New Orleans, as the. crow (lies. 
If one end of tho long lino of paper 
wore made fast at Capo Flattery, tho 
the extreme northwestern promontory 
of Washington Territory, the other 
end would pass Kansas City, with 
enough miles to spare to roach Sedalia. 

This has to do only with tho ballots 
actually voted. The number of the bal 
lots actually printed, of course, is tre- 
mendously larger than the amount- 
voted . lu St. Louis, for instp.aco, the 
Democrats have had 900,000, the 
other parties in all 700,000, making 
forthe one town a total of l,.t00,000. 
It is generally admitted, however, that 
the vote of St. Louis will not, at the 
outside make more than 50,000. Here, 
then, is a surplus of, twenty-six ballots; 
for each one cast. This makes tho total 
of ballots offered to tho people through- 
out America at this election 260,000, 
000. It would require eighty-five freight 
cars to move this load of papor, whose 
weight isl, 710,000 lbs. Tho white paper 
printing of the mass has cost §2111,000. 
Pasted oud to end there "\vould bo pa- 
per enough to go entirely round tho 
globe, leaving I!). 000 miles to spare 
for a gigantic double bow knot, which 
would cover the greater part of the two 
Americas, or if one preferred to koep 
the string in the United States there 
would jbe miles to wrap the utreamor 
thirty-nine times around the State of 
Missouri and still leave enough over to 
reach from the Post- Dispatch building 
to Governor Cleveland's private office 
in the State House at Albany.

The position of some would indicate an 
antiquity of at least 2,000 years. 

Pluck, enterprise and shrewdness, 
with a small sum of money, were tho 
cnpital with which Catherine Remonter 
opened a market stall in Philadelphia. 
Sue was thou 18 years old. To-day sho 
is 58, and has S-'oO.OOO in tho bank. 

Large beds of gold ore have been 
found near Ouro Preto, Brazil. Its av- 
erage richness is 8-10 per ton. Nearly 
all of the territory has boon covered by 
"concessions," which correspond to 
recorded mining claims, but are fur 
broader. 

In regard to the discovery of silver 
ore in New York and other Atlantic 
States, Prof. Newberry asserts that sil- 
ver is not uncoiuinou along the Aappa- 
laehian range, but seldom occurs in pay- 
ing proportions.

Those who lament the decay of our 
navy may take courage from the fact 
that, according to the Pall Mall Ga- 
zette, the British navy is in the same de- 
plorable condition. The Gazette in- 
sists that England's boasted supremacy 
of the seas is but a fiction, and that it 
would cost 5500,000,000 to put the navy 
in presentable shape.

a lap-dog. She has elective allinities, 
and if her next relative, an infant Kho- 
sus monkey, is collared by a stranger, 
Jenny jumps forward witfi a force al- 
most sufficient In -nap her stout wire 
chain, but even her rival. ;.. vicious old 
bonnet macaque, cannot be leased 
with impunity; and if 1 attempt to 
force him into his sleeping cage, Jennv 
at once serves an injunction by grab- 
bing my siiirt sleeves and uttering a 
sort of coughing grunt. She has tho 
boldness of her species rather than of 
her years, but there arc moments when 
the promptings of altruism so entirely 
supersede the instinct of tear that she 
will fly at the throat of a deer-hound or 
any similar brute, whom she would 
hardly dare to defy in defense of her 
personal rights. Judging from her dis- 
position, I can fully credit ('apt. lialii- 
win's assertion that it impossible to 
abduct young Chnemas by force. 
"Great nuntbors of these baboons," 
says he, ■•livoil on an overhanging 
cliil", and came some distance from 
their stronghold early in the morning I 
to the Kallir moaliu gardens. Often I 
have I seen a young one run into by 
Hopeful or Crafty (his sleuth-hounds), I 
when the old midesliuve ins' antly come 
to the rescue and carried '.heir comrade 
oil" in safety, barking savagely." With 
a similar regard to personal safely tho 
Javanese wild cows and the Yucatan
